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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Claim number 17 is missing, if it is advertently omitted, the rest of the claims 
need to be renumbered accordingly. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 10, 12, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by French et al., U.S. Patent # 6,825,726 B2. 

Fig. 3 of French et al. discloses a circuit comprising: A ripple suppression circuit 



(223 especially 226) for connection between a power supply (212) and a class D 
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amplifier (204, see abstract), the ripple suppression circuit comprising a linearly 
controlled voltage controller (see spec. col. 12, line 51 - col. 13, line 13). 

Regarding claim 14, a power supply port (212); a bridge circuit with at least one 
pair of switches (204, see abstract); and a ripple suppression circuit (223 especially 
226) for suppressing voltage ripples in a supply voltage (212) supplied to the bridge 
circuit with at least one pair of switches via the voltage supply port; wherein the ripple 
suppression circuit is arranged between the power supply port and the bridge circuit 
with at least one pair of switches; and wherein the ripple suppression circuit comprises 
a linearly controlled voltage controller (see spec. col. 12, line 51 - col. 13, line 13). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over French 
et al., U.S. Patent # 6,825,726 B2. 

Although French et al. does not mention about the power transistors and the 
ripple suppression circuit are integrated in a module or integrated circuit, it would have 
been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to integrate the power transistors and the ripple suppression circuit in a module or 
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integrated circuit in order to have a compact, lightweight, and convenient circuit since 
this is a well known practice in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15, 16, and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1 -3, 5-9, 1 1 , 1 3, and 20 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent # 6,138,042 contains some limitations of the claimed 
invention.
